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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose nor reasonably suggest the system of 
claims 1-4, apparatus of claims 20-23, 35-38, and method of claims 50-57, in which an 
output terminal which outputs only an analog signal, a related information sending unit 
configured to send a digital signal including at least specific information regarding at 
least one information apparatus, and an information for identification superimposing unit 
configured to superimpose information for identification onto the analog signal to be 
output from the output terminal, are utilized by a switching function in conduction with an 
information for identification detecting unit, which detects the identification information 
superimposed on the analog signals in order to switch to the proper signal, and an 
identifying unit which transmits a digital signal back to the terminal which received the 
analog signal. 

The prior art of record discloses transmission of identification information and 
content signals amongst a variety of different devices, but does so in a digital 
environment, but fails to teach the superimposing onto an analog signal, and digital 
transmission features as required by the claims. 

Claims 1-17, 20-32, 35-47, and 50-68 are allowed.
